In ‘‘My Two Ilusbands’’ Jean Arthur had 
two husbands and liked it. In “My Favourite 
Wife ’’ Cary Grant has two wives, and hates 
it. But he really brought it all on himself; 
what luck could a mai have whose wife was 
legally declared dead, and who was re- 
married in the same court, befcre the same 
judge, at almost the same time?

[ALLOTMENT SCHEMES 
FOR COMING SEASON 


a 
BEGIN NOW, SAYS MINISTER 


The Minister for Local Government is urg- 
ing local Urban Councils to take into con- 
sideration at the earliest moment the provi- 
sion of allotments in the coming season on 
the same lines as last season. 

The response last year was satisfactory, 
and he trusts the maximum effort will again 
be put forward to meet the needs of all ap- 
plicants. Steps should be taken now with this 
object. 

In a circular addressed to the Town Clerks 
of the various Councils, the Minister points 
out that allotments may be provided for both 
unemployed and employed persons, the rent 
to be charged to the latter to be an economic 
one sufficient to cover the cost of providin 
the allotment. An allotment of one-eighth o 
an acre is sufficient to yield vegetables to 
supply the needs of an average family for 
the greater part of a year. 

The procedure in the preparation of schemes 
should include :— 

Formation of a small committee to promote 
scheme. Where the local authority so desire 
persons other than members of the local 
authority may be appointed to the com- 
mittee 


Applications. should be invited from both 
unemployed and employed persons by public 
notice. Those who held allotments during 
the 1940 season should now be asked whether 


coming season. 

When the extent of the demand has been 
ascertained from the number of applications 
received, the local authority ite proceed 
to select suitable land wherein to provide the 
allotments. | 

The local authority should first determine 
the economic rent of an allotment, which 
should represent a sum sufficient to meet the 
total expenditure to be incurred in the pro- 
vision of an allotment. "This rent may then 
be formally reduced to a nominal one, which 
may be levied only on unemployed allotment 
holders. It should be clearly understood that 
the maximum recoupment that can be made 
under Section 4 of the Acquisition of Land 
(Allotments) (Amendment) Act, 1934, is the 
difference be the economic rent and the 
nominal ‘rent charged for allotments let to 
“unemployed persons.” It is the intention 
that the local authority should not be. at any 
loss by reason of the provision of allotments 
persons at nominal rents. 

Provision for unemployed persons of free 
seeds, manures, potato-spraying materials and 
' use of agricultural implements will be made 
by the Department of Agriculture. .

America’s Attitude 


The attitude.of the United States of 
America towards the European’ war 
continues to excite world-wide interest. 
President Roosevelt’s Government is 
neutral; but not only the President 
himself, but several of his Ministers, have 
been making speeches which make no secret 
of their hostility towards the totalitarian 
Powers and their open support of Great 
Britain. From the purely practical point 
of view the American Government is doing 
everything possible to assist the British. 
It is supplying them with war material 
of all kinds on the ‘‘cash and carry 
system.’’ Its recent exchange of fifty over- 
age destroyers for eight British bases in 
the Atlantic was a remarkable gesture of 
friendship from Washington to London; 
and it is not too much to say that public 
opinion in the United States to-day is 
far more favourably disposed towards 
Great Britain than it was on the eve of 
the Presidential election in 1916. Then, 
as now, a democratic President was seeking 
re-election. Woodrow Wilson, before his 
return to the White House for the second 
time, had been a staunch advocate of 
American neutrality. His historic phrase, 
‘‘too proud to fight,” represented the 


‘average American’s attitude towards the 


war between the Central Powers and the 
Allies; yet no sooner had Mr. Wilson been 


re-elected than his whole policy changed, 


and within a short space of time the 
United States had joined the side of the 
Allies. President Wilson’s hand was 
strengthened by the German Government’s 
unrestricted U-boat campaign, which 
resulted in the loss of many American 


| ships. During the present war the 


Germans have been careful to avoid 
direct offence to the United States, 
and American sympathy with Great 
Britain is based on ideological, rather 
than on  practical,- grounds. Never- 
theless, that sympathy is growing daily. 
It has been fortified in remarkable fashion 
by the recent conclusion of a tripartite 
agreement between Germany, Italy and 
Japan, by virtue of which the Japanese 
have pledged themselves to enter the war 
on the /side of the “Axis,” if another 
Power, not yet involved in the conflict, 
should decide to attack either Germany or 
Italy. This undertaking has been inter- 
preted generally in America as an open 
threat against the United States, where 
fear of Japan has-been given a new lease

They declare that Japan's one desire ts 
to live on the most friendly terms with 
everybody ; but, in view of the undisguised 
hostility ot the Japanese newspapers, 
which manifestly. are following a 
calculated policy, the Americans hardly 
can be blamed if they regard Japan's 
policy with suspicion. | 
Colonel Knox, Secretary of the United 
States Navy, and one of President. 
Roosevelt’s leading Ministers, made a 
speech on Saturday in the course of which 
he expressed decidedly unneutral senti- 
ments. As he has not heen disavowed, it 
must be assumed that he spoke with the 
approval of the Administration. He was 
addressing a gathering of police officers at 
Washington, and announeed, inter alia, 
that mure than 27,000 officers and men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps Reserves had 
been called up for active duty. If a 
challenge should come to the United 
States, he declared, it would be met by the 
navy on the high seas and by the army on 
land. He stated bluntly that the German- 
Italian-Japanese agreement was ‘‘ aimed 
at the United States,” which never had 
“submitted tamely to intimidation.’’ If, 
he added, Great Britain should fail “to 
stem the ever-advancing tide of tyranny,” 
the people of America would find them- 
selves surrounded “by those 
greatest victory would be the destruction 
of the. United States.” Warning his 
audience that it must be prepared for the 
conquest of Europe and a successful 


‘invasion of England, Colonel Knox said 


that these possibilities must be ‘‘ faced 
now and with swift action’’ by the people 
of the United States They must be in a 
position to meet their enemies far from 
their own shores, ‘‘ and to defeat them on 
both oceans—simultaneously, if neces- 
sary.’’ The Americans never had lost a 
war. They had a proud tradition of 
victory at sea, and the recent acquisition 
of British bases had moved the theatre of 
naval action in the Atlantic a thousand 
miles nearer to Europe. What does 


} Colonel Knox’s outspoken speech portend ? 


From the very outset there never has 
been the least doubt concerning 
American sympathies. The people of 
the United States have made democracy 
almost into a religion, and they are 
opposed bitterly to the totalitarian form 
of government. Since the war began their 
policy has been benevolent neutrality 
vis-d-vis Great Britain, and their 
material support of the British cause has 
increased substantially since France 
collapsed. Both President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Willkie, his Republican rival, have 
declared publicly on many occasions that 
they desire a British victory; they both 
also have declared that they will do their. 
utmost to keep the United States out of 
active hostilities. Indeed, it is not easy 
to see how the entry of the United States 
into the war could be of much practical 
assistance to the British Empire. At 
present most of the American munition 
factories are working at high pressure to 
supply the British with war materials, 
whereas, if the United States should 
become a belligerent, much of the material 
which is being exported would be needed 
for domestic purposes. Furthermore, there 
can be no question of an expeditionary 
force to Europe. The British have no 
shortage of trained men: what they need, 
and need badly, is a constant and 
increasing supply of modern aircraft. In 
spite of the rather bellicose speeches of 
Colonel Knox and other American 
Ministers, therefore, it may almost be 
assumed that no positive action will be 
taken by the Government of the United 
States, either before or after the Presi- 
dential election, unless one or other of 
the totalitarian Powers should make an 
overt move against America. Certainly, 
nothing that is said during the election 
campaign ought to be taken too seriously. 
American politics are in the order of the 
Eleusinian mysteries. 


The Burma Road 


Will Great Britain re-open the Burma 
road? The question is being canvassed. 
more and more freely in the cross-Channel 
newspapers in a tone of angry dis- 
appointment. Almost three months ago 
Mr. Churchill’s Government. yielded to 
Japanese pressure, and consented that the 
great road—inspired by the genius of Sun 


‘Yat-sen, the maker of modern China, and 


built by the labour of tens of thousands of 
Chinese coolies to serve as a “‘life-line”’ 
for their nation—should be closed for a 
period of three months. The blow to 
Chinese aspirations was appalling. To all 
intents and purposes, Japan is mistress 
of the great ports of China, and Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek was dependent for 
military supplies upon three routes: Hong 
Kong, French Indo-China, and the Burma 
road. France collapsed befote Herr Hitler’s 
Panzerdivisionen, and Indo-China was 
ordered to stop the despatch of supplies 
to the Nationalist armies ; simultaneously 
the British Government closed the two 
other channels, of which the Burma road 
is substantially the more important. Why 
Great Britain consented to this somewhat 
inglorious concession is not clear. Possibly, 
her Ministers feared that continued help 
for China would lead to war with Japan, 
thereby adding another, and a very for- 
midable, foe to the list; possibly, they 
thought that the “ gesture’’ would convert 
Japan from a foe into a friend. In either 
event they had been disappointed. It 1s 
true that Great Britain and Japan remain 
on technically friendly terms, but the 
closing of the Burma road has done 
nothing, in fact,' to improve their reai 
relations. A fortnight ago the Japanese 
openly joined the “ Axis,” and, in so 
many words, requested both Britain and 


‘the United States to keep their fingers 


out of the Far Eastern pie. It is hardly 
surprising that the British people and 


| Press are angry. They argue that their

Advanced Studies - 


On last Friday night a statement was 
issued by the Government Information 
Bureau to the effect that a first Council 
has been appointed for the Dublin 
Institute for Advanced Studies. This 
Council consists of five members, every one 
|} of whom possesses the highest qualifica- 
tions available to his particular branch of 
studies, These members are the Reverend 
Patrick Browne, who has been Professor 
of Mathematics at Maynooth College since 
1914, and has published outstanding works 
in Irish; Dr. Richard Irvine Best, Vice- 
President of the Royal Irish Academy, and 
a notable student of the Irish language 
and antiquities, Professor Binchy, who 
has been Professor of Roman Law, Juris- 
prudence and Legal History, including 
Ancient Irish Law, at University College, 
Dublin, since 1934; Dr. Hackett, the 
eminent physicist, Professor of Physics 
and Electrical Engineering in University 
College, Dublin, since 1926; and Dr. Erwin 
Schrédinger, a Nobel prize-winner, who 
has a world reputation as one of the most 
distinguished among living mathematica] 
physicists. The Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, and the Presidents of University 
College and the Irish Academy, also 
are included as ex-officio members of the 
Council. The Institute was established 
by an Act which was passed by the 
Oireachtas in June last. Its- object is to 
provide facilities for those who wish to 
pursue studies in specialised subjects 
beyond the scope afforded by the 
universities, and to arrange for the publi- 
cation of the results of such study and 
research. These facilities will be furnished 
by constituent schools for the different 
branches. So far only two such schools 
have been authorised, but it is not un- 
reasonable to assume that there will 
be others. The two schools already 
authorised are a School of Celtic 
Studies and a School of Theoretical 
Science. It seems natural that a School 
of Celtic Studies should be set up, since 
Ireland is now the only country in the 
world in which Celtic language and 
culture are studied to any great extent., 
The reasons for the choice of Theoretical 
Science as the second school to be estab- 
lished do not seem so obvious; but, when 
we look into the circumstances, we see 
that this selection is by no means 
haphazard. Fate has sent Dr. Schrédinger 
here as a refugee, and from the appear- 
ance of things he will be here for some 
time. Dr. Schrédinger has so much of 
importance to say on the subject of physics 
that it would be a grave mistake if Irish 
students in this branch of learning were 
not given an opportunity to listen to him. 
If the presence of so distinguished a 
mathematician were not in itself a 
sufficient justification for choosing science, 
there is also the fact that Irishmen have 
always been conspicuous in this branch of 
mathematics. Soma of the world’s most 
eminent scientists were Irishmen ; one has 
only to turn over the pages of any history 
of modern thought to be struck by the 
great names of Fitzgerald and Hamilton. 
At a time when all over Europe Govern- 
‘ments are putting aside every thought 
but the preservation of their own nations 
and the destruction of others it is very 
gratifying to see that here in Ireland the 
Government, while not neglecting the 
essential defensive measures, is also look- 
ing to an even more essential thing—the 
advance of education and thought.

STRONGEST AND LONGEST BARRAGE 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
SUNDAY NIGHT. 


LAST night's barrage to protect Central 
London against air raiders was pro- 
bably the strongest and-longest yet put 
up. It lasted for hours, and a new record 
for continuous firing was made, new guns 
coming into operation at many points. 
Several of the raiders, unable to make 
progress and break through the defences 
of the capital, were driven off; making no 
attempt to drop their bombs. The people 
of London, many of whom were safe ‘in 


shelters, listened to the tremendous gun- 


fire throughout the night with a measure 
of satisfaction as it became apparent that 
the famous barrage is daily growing 
stronger and more effective. 

For military reasons no mention can he 
made of places hit by the bombs, but to- 
day it is revealed that among the famous 
buildings in London that have been struck 
are Buckingham Palace, Somerset House, 
part of the House of Lords, the Inner 
Temple Library, the Royal Hospital at 
Chelsea. the Record Office in Chancery 
lane; Hertford House, the home of 
the Wallace Collection, the courtyard «f 
the British Museum, and the Tate Gallery. 
Many churches, schools and _ hospitals 
have suffered destruction or damage, but 
the greatest damage has. been to the homes 
of simple working-class people. 


Future of Parliament 


When the Imperial Parliament re- 
assembles it may be for the resumption of 
its normal sittings, though this step must 
depend upon circumstances. The imme- 
diate future of Parliament is a little un- 
certain at the moment, as it is thougnt 
that there will be no necessity for a 
prorogation with the consequent opening 
of a new session. As a matter of fact, 


‘Parliament is a law unto itself, and the 


present sittings can be carried on from 
day to day should the Government so 
desire. When the meeting does take place 
it is regarded as certain that Mr. 
Churchill will make an opening statement 
of some importance dealing with the Dakar 
expedition, relations with the French 
Government, the great air attack on 
London, and the provision of deep 
shelters for the citizens of London. The 
feeling on the latter point is so strong. 
that the House of Commons will call for a 
full discussion on the matter. In the 
meanwhile, the authorities are working 
hard to secure shelter for all who really 
need it. It is now thoroughly appreciated 
that the workers must be secured adequate 
sleep and rest if possible. There are manv 
places suitable for deep shelters, and 
these will be taken over at the earliest 
moment. 


Storage of Valuables 


Air raids have led to a great run on 
safe deposits in London, these being thief- 
proof, fire-proof, and presumably bomb- 
proof, and so great has been the demand 
that space at nearly all London’s deposity 


is at a premium, and rents are rising. 
The charges are based not on the valus 
of. the articles stored, but on the size of 
the safe, and this may cost anything from 
one guinea to twenty-five guineas a year. 


It seems that people with jewellery are - 


rushing to put their valuables away, while, 
in addition, many clients, professional 
men, and householders influenced by the 
idea that their homes may be bombed, are 
storing heirlooms or other possessions 
that, for sentimental or other reasons, 
they would not care to lose. 

One of the great safe deposits has made 
arrangements with certain firms in Oxford- 
shire and Gloucestershire to store cases of 
valuables, too large for safes in the centre, 
while one woman has provided for the 
evacuation of a quantity of old china. 
Room. formerly was _ reserved for the 
storage of old silver, but this has been 
exhausted, and there is nowhere now to 
place such stuff, even the banks being 
uhable to take any more. 


Traffic on the Seas 


The great traffic diversion on the high 
seas brought about by the war have 
resulted in an era of great prosperity for 
the ports on the Cape route; these having 
regained the position they held before the 
Suez Canal came into being. The ports 
are busier than ever before, and their 
greatly improved methods for the quick 
turning round of ships of all sizes are 
being taxed to the uttermost. For a few 
weeks the Eastern Mediterranean was 
closed and traffic from the Suez inter- 
rupted, time being needed for certain 
precautions; but for the past month or 
so Britain has been drawing upon the 
Eastern Mediterranean countries to an 
extent beyond expectation. Tens of 
thousands of tons uf goods are now coming 
here from Greece and Rumania, and the 
view is held in official quarters here that 
dangers and difficulties that once looked 
extremely formidable have been overcome. 


Travelling Cinemas 


Seventy-six travelling cinemas are going 
round about Britain showing a series of 


pictures produced under the auspices of« 


Mr. Duff Cooper, the Minister of Infor- 
mation. ‘These pictures tell stories of the 
running of the war, the evacuation of 
children, the workers in iron, the Navy, 
the Army and the Royal Air Force, and, 
in addition, show how the scientists are 
fighting the menace of war-time disease, 
particularly in relation to the health of 
the factory workers. : 

The mobile cinemas will be taken to 
remote, places and placed against the 
windows of little halls and big rooms, 
while pictures are projected on the opposite 
wall. It is expected that one thousand 
shows will be arranged every week and 
that these will be seen by 150,000 people. 
Mr. Duff Cooper says that the pictures 
are instructional and not entertainment, 
but he hopes to season his two hours’ 
shows with further films of entertainment 
quality. 


‘Wiese 
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Lieutenant-Col. Moore-Brabazon 


I notice that, in referring to the record 
of Lieutenant-Colonel J. T. C. Moore- 
Brabazon, who has just been appointed 
Minister for Transport in England, most 
people appear to have forgotten that this 
is not the first occasion on which he has 
served under Mr. Winston Churchill. 

He was Parliamentary Secretary to Mr. 
Churchill when the latter was Secretary of 
State for Air in 1923. Later in the same 
year he became Parliamentary Secretary 
at the Ministry of Transport, where he 
remained until 1927. 

Although he is the son of the late 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. A. M. Moore- 
Brabazon, of Tara Hall, County Meath, I 
do not believe that the new Minister for 
Transport has visited Ireland very fre- 
quently. 

Aviation and motoring are his chief 
interests, and recently, when purchasing a 
new car, he secured the registration 
letters FLY 1—a fitting reminder that he 
was the first British subject to fly in 
England, and is the holder of the first 
“ Aviator’s Certificate ’’ issued by the 
Royal Aero Club, of which he later became 
chairman. 


Goif and Heaith 


I am told that those of the Local Govern- 
ment, Public Health and Health Insurance 
administrators at the Custom House who 
are members of the Departmental Golfing 
Society are to compete for their captain’s 
prize at Dollymount to-day. 

While wishing them a pleasurable escape 
from their official cares, may I suggest 
that the occasion be put to good account 
by devoting the subsequent age angers 
discussions to the subject of golf in its 
relation to public health? 

After many years’ acceptance of the 
dictum that golf is the elixir of health. 
I am dismayed by the views of the learned 
Dr. A. S. Lamb, of the Medica] Faculty 
at McGill University. I commend his 
opinion to the consideration of our public 
health experts when they foregather at 
Dollymount to-day : 

“ Golf,” states Dr. Lamb, “ increases 
the blood pressure, ruins the disposition, 
spoils the á 


igestion, induces neurasthenia, 
hurts the eyes, callouses the hands, ties 
kinks in the nervous system, debauches 
the morals, drives men to drink and 
homicide, breaks up the family, turns the 
ductless glands into internal _ warts, 
corrodes the pneumo-grastiric nerve, breaks 
the edges of the vertebre, induces spinal 
meningitis and progressive mendacity, 
starts angina pectoris.” . 


Lord -Moynihan— 


I confess to a feeling of distinctly 
pleasurable emotion, writes a Leeds cor- 
respondent, when I ‘attended the other 
day a most brilliant and distinguished 
assemblage, including a princess—the 
Princess Royal—a Duke, several lords, 
and a whole array of‘ the learned, all in 
their robes and scholastic panoply, and 
realised that this gathering was in honour 
of a once poor Irish boy and his mother. 

An admiral in uniform was addressing 
the assemblage. His subject was Lord 
Moynihan, the great surgeon. 

Berkeley Moynihan, the son of a Cork- 
man who won, in the Crimea, one of the 


first V.C.’s ever awarded, was born. ip 


Malta just 75 years ago. The death of 
his father, who had risen from the ranks

to a captaincy in the Army, left young 
Moynihan and his ‘mother poor. But all 
obstacles were overcome. 


—and his Mother 


It was through his mother’s influence 
that) Moynihan took up the study of 
medicine, instead of following an army 
career, like his father, and now he often is 
claimed to be the greatest surgeon of the 
first half of*the twentieth century. 

Until the day of his death Lord 
Moynihan remembered his mother with 
affection, and in her honour he instituted 
a lectureship in surgery at Leeds Uni- 
versity. It was fitting that the first 
lecture, given on the anniversary of the 
great surgeon’s birth, should be on “ Thea 
Movnihan Tradition.’’ 


The lecturer, Surgeon Rear-Admiral 
Gordon Gordon-Taylor, knew Lord 
Moynihan personally for many years. 
His tribute was eloquent; so, too, was 


that of the Duke of Devonshire, who pre- 
sided at the lecture. The Duke said: 
““Lord Moynihan was an Irishman bv 
birth, a Leeds man by adoption, a great 
surgeon, and a great man.”’ 

His mother was Helen Ann Moynihan. 
Surely, mother was never more nobly re- 
membered. 


Forgotten Pastime 


What's happened to kite-flying? 

The question brought me to a standstill 
recently with the sudden realisation that 
I have not seen a. kite for a considerable 
time—some years, in fact. . 

A sound reason for the disappearance of 
a pastime that once was so popular among 
our youth is not easily discerned. The 
development of the aeroplane might sug- 
gest itself in a hazy sort of way as a 
possible cause, but then the recollection 
that kite-flying is prohibited in England 
now indicates that up to the time of inter- 
national crisis the pastime still was going 
strong there. 

And it cannot be that youth simply Jet 
it drop; for all games always will be good 
games for the young. Is it possible that 
the decline of kite-flying began with the 
Shannon Scheme development and the 
rearing up al] over the country of those 
long loops of high-tension lines. 


The Kite’s Relative 


The high incidence of ‘‘ casualties” 
among kites, combined with parental and 
oficial discouragement, as well as a 
natural nervousness on the part of tho 
youngsters, probably contributed to our 
kiteless days. 

It is a matter for some regret that the 
kite and its nearest relative, the bender, 
so easily made with three laths, some 
paste, and a sheet of strong paper, have 
gone the way of mauy a good old pastime. 
Because it was great fun, good exercise, 
and a source of considerable pride for th. 
youngster who could get the best resulis 
on a few puffs that hardly would fill a 
sail. It called for some judgment to strike 
the correct balance with the long string of 
tails, and stiff running to gain safe alti. 
tude, while the sending of a message up 
to the bender assumed the importance of 
sending out a démarehe, 

Colonel Cody’s Klondyke Nugget, a 
touring show, whose proprietor afterwards 
was killed in an air race in England, pro- 
vided one of the largest kites ever flown 
in this country. . The kite advertised the 
show some forty years ago.

Both a doctor and a patient up- 
stairs in the only house that was hit had 
remarkable escapes, but the maid, aged 21, 
received very severe injuries. The doctor, 
who lives only a few yards from the house, 
had a bomb in his garden.

Mr. de Valera, having complimented Cork 
on its splendid and prompt response to the 
national call a few months ago, said that the 
turn of events in Eurepe made it quite clear 
that this country had come directly into the 
war zone, and that there was from that 
moment a grave danger that our country 
might become an active theatre of hostilities. 
There was but one hope outside our trust 
in Providence to prevent that, and that was 
that the people of the country, the young 
men particularly, should at once fit them- 
selves to defend the neutrality that we-had 
proclaimed. 


THE FIRST DEFENCE 


Having made the reference . unity quoted 
above, An Taoiseach said that it was quite 
clear that if we were to defend ourselves 
our first line of defence should be as large 
and as well equipped an Army as our re- 
sources made possible. ‘‘ We set out, in the 
first instance, to seek recruits for the Army, 
and our call was responded to so that we 
were scarcely able to cope with it either in 
training the recruits or in providing them 


We cannot say even to-day that we have 
fully caught up, but as fast as our mills are 
producing the cloth and our tailoring estab- 
lishments are making the uniforms we are 
going ahead, and the moment we have caught 
up we shall be in a position to expand even 
still further.” | 

The necessary armaments, he continued, 
were being obtained as fast as they could get 
them and from whatever quarter they could 
get them. It was not easy to get the full 
equipment for the new army at seven times 
its peace time strength, but the striking 
strength of the Army was already several 
times what it was three or four months ago. 


TO HELP THE ARMY 


asked the men who could not leave their 
ordinary avocations to give of their leisure to 
fit themselves so that 1f an emergency actu- 
ally came they would be able to give their 
whole time also to defend the country, and 
particularly in their own localities. We have 
catabliched the Local Security Force, with 
the object of having in each locality a number 
of men trained to co-operate immediately with 
the Army in the case of hostilities in their 
own locality.” 

An Taoiseach referred to the division of 
the L.S.F. into two groups, and defined the 
duties of each group, stressing the importance 
of each. He also emphasised the importance 
of . those - engaged in work, 
and urged all who could not join the 
L.S.F. to give their services to this particu- 
lar ‘branch of defence. The work of air 
wardens, demolition and rescue sections, as 
well as the anti-gas sections and those asso- 
ciated with medical services, were of greater 
importance in the cities than in the country. 
In the rural areas the work of ‘‘B”’ section 
was particularly important; in modern war- 
fare a country could be attacxed from the 
air, from the sea, or from the land. Every 
large field was a potential cr ground for 
aeroplanes; attacking groups could be landed 
by parachute from the air, so that they 
should have a constant watch maintained 
along their sea coast and throughout the 
country as a whole. It would be impossible 
to provide these watches in any other way, 
but by the voluntary services of the people 
in their own localities. “ Talking of ex- 
pense,” said Mr. de Valera, ‘‘I would like 
it to be understood that we are depending 
upon each locality to meet its own expenses 
as far as it can. There is less administra- 
tive cost, and it is the best way.” 


200,000 MEN. 


Stating that they had Be got close on 
two hundred thousand men into the Local 
Security Force, he spoke of the efforts being 
made to provide uniforms as quickly as 
ossible, and, with regard to arms, he said 
e knew “A” section would not be happy 
until every man had arifle. “That is what 
we would all like, but we cannot do it at 
resent. There are, however, a large num- 
her of rifles to be got in this country. 
Rifles held sometimes as souvenirs by men 
who had them in the _ in the past. 

“He appealed to the holders of these 
rifles to make them available now for other 
young men in the naiional cause. 

Mr. W. 'T. Cosgrave, T.D., who also had 
an enthusiastic reception, also complimented 
the men of Cork on their fine turn-out. They 
had secured in this country — for the 
first time in history, political unity and the 
desire to set aside political differences for 
the moment until the emergency had passed. 
“ Not that we agree, ge of us, except those 
who are supporters of the Government, with 
their policy, but because we realise that in 
a time of danger, it is not the time to 
indulge in minor quarrels or minor differences 
of opinion. It is a time when we have fo 
consolidate the entire strength of the nation; 
a time of emergency when we have on our 
shoulders the responsibility of retaining what 
has been won for us by the sacrifices of great 
men in our own time, and by the work 
which has been done by the generations who 
have gone before.’ 


COUNTRY DETERMINED 


There was, he said, a determination and 
a zeal to preserve the safety of the State 
on the of a greater majority of the 
people than had ever been organised: for 
such a purpose in our time. It was a real

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day: The ‘Trade Union movement is in 
the forefront of the battle. This phrase, 
taken from the annual report to the Trades 
Union Congress, which assembles to-day, 
states a position which the General Council 
claimed and which it occupies. Very early 
in the war the Council told the Government 
that it was more than ever necessary that 
the trade unions should be consulted on all 
matters touching their members. There was 
no demur and the Departments received 
appropriate instructions. But between con- 
sultation and active co-operation there might 
easily be gaps. At first there were, in fact, 
such gaps, but the unions, through the 
General Council, have been drawn more 
closely to the Departments by membership of 
the Advisory Committees, and in the case 


of the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service it can be said that every important 
matter of policy is a subject of prior con- 


sultation with the trade union leaders, sitting 
aS a terms with representatives of the 
British Employers’ Confederation. The unions 
are accepted also as representatives of the 
consumers as well as the producers, and in 
this capacity they have contact with the 
Ministry of Food, membership of food com- 
mittees and price regulation committees. 

It is mainly with reference to these 
functions that the General Council. a little 
proudly, perhaps, affirms its place in the 
front line, adding that the trade union move- 
ment’s representation of both consumers and 
Feasa has never been more fully acknow- 
edged Even a summary account of the 
General Council’s dealings with Government 
departments occupies many pages of the 
report, and on this close association of the 
trade union movement with Government ad- 
ministration this week's Congress will be 
asked to confer complete authorisation. The 
association had been carried a long way 
before the reconstruction of the Government 
and the inclusion of Labour Ministers, the 
industrialists having taken the lead of the 
politicians, because day-to-day practice could 
not wait for the nice adjustment of 
political attitudes; but the unity of parties 
in the Government has made the General 
Council’s course more easy, and sustained 
criticism has been limited to a comparative 
few with extreme Left Wing sympathies,

Whatever may be Mussolini’s plans, the 
fact remains that Marshal Graziani’s urgent 
appeals to Rome for fresh reinforcements and 
supplies for his Egyptian coast positions have 
gone unanswered. — Britain is master of the 
seas, and is keeping her world Empire com- 
munications open via Gibraltar and the Suez 
Canal, and has, in fact, increased Mediter- 
ranean shipping, in contrast to the almost 
deserted Mediterranean in the first few weeks 
after Italy entered the war. Britain is 
regularly getting large quantities of foodstuffs 
materials and war manufactures to Egypt and 
the Red Sea ports. 

Not a single British convoyed vessel has 
been lost in the Mediterranean since Italy 
joined Hitler.

LOSS NOT SO HEAVY 
AS IN 1917 


_ REPLACEMENTS KEEP 
PACE WITH SINKINGS 
Br Our “MrLrrany CORRESPONDENT, 


OR several weeks past there has been a 
F tendency to concentrate attention on the 
aeiias warfare, fo the exclusion of 
everything else. This has resulted in the 
overlooking of the Axis Powers’ action 
against merchant oe in ace it must 
ar more weighty factor 
in the war as a whole than any aerial business 
by itself can possibly be. The commerce 
war only came back into the ar b 
reason of the latest figures published, whic 
were a record for weekly sinkings to date.

Previous to this, the highest figures in 
any one week were for that ending August 
25th. The reg in question were nearly 
50,000 tons ‘below the latest returns. And, 
here, it is no harm to explain how tonnage 
sunk may mount up very steeply in any one 
week—as compared with an average taken 
over an extended period, Suppose one of 
the ships sent to the bottom is very big— 
a 15,000-ton liner, for instance. Obviously, 
that materially increases the figure. So, too, 
if any particular convoy is mauled really 
badly-—losing three or four ships at one go. 
We, naturally, for sound technical reasons, 
need not expect to be officially told the 
precise explanation in any given case, hut we 
may assume it is of the nature indicated, This 
applies, of course, to steep and sudden :n- 
creases only. If the higher figures persist 
there must be a different explanation—more 
powerful attack, to wit. oe

BRITISH FIGURES 


It will be noted that we take the British 
Admiralty figures as the standard. German 
returns are always higher, for natural reasons. 
The submarine commander must dive at 
once after attacking—later, possibly, claiming 
a “near miss ” as a ship sunk. So, too, with 
the attacking airman. Ór, again, the attacker 
may think a ship sunk that, was merely 
damaged. The British figures, by the way, 
take no account of damaged vessels—which, 
naturally, are ineffective for weeks, or even 


‘months. 


At all events, it is clear that four months 
after the intensive phase—i.e., since May 
27th—the warfare against commerce is still 
@ very up-and-down affair. To get a basis 
for comparison with the last war it is neces- 
sary to work out a monthly figure that will 
be at least approximately correct. Taking 
the last five weeks, we get a total of 460,000 
tons, or 92,000 tons weekly. At 13,000 tons 
per diem, this makes 390,000—400,000 tons 
monthly, Now, this figure was exceeded—and 
that very materially—in eight months of 
1917; and it was equalled in a ninth. The 
present sinkings, therefore, are well below 
the heaviest of the Jast war. On the other 
hand, shipping needs are less than on the 
former occasion, and available tonnage is 
more judiciously allocated At the same time, 
the seriousness of the position is shown by 
the recent British decision to stop, for the 
present, large-scale evacuation by sea. 


BIGGER EFFORT 


Whether the Axis Powers can intensify 
their effort is doubtful. It seems probable 
that winter conditions will even reduce 
the sinkings, to some _ extent—at least 
as far as concerns those attributable to air- 
craft. Whether any notable increase in the 
number of submarines will take place does 
not appear. In Holland and at Le Havre and 
Cherbourg Germany secured possession of 
yards that specialised in submarine construc- 
tion, but she may not be able to utilise these. 
Italy. when she entered the war, had some 
20 boats about completed. Whether any 
others had been laid down later is not known. 
She could, of course, make her skilled ship- 
wrights available for work in German yards. 
f counter-measures the most notable has 
been the 50 destroyer deal with the U.S.A. 
It is also stated that 50 patrol craft, of which 
20 are for the British Admiralty, are being 
built in Australia. Canada, also, can play 
an important part. Then there is the sug- 
gestion that the United States may turn over 
& certain amount of merchant shipping, 
which, like the destroyers, has been lying up 
for a long time in American harbours. As 
many as 3O are said to be in the James River 
at the present time. Even if these are not 
1.. per cent. efficient they could still turn in 
very useful ‘‘ for the duration.” Altogether 
it seems likely that acquisition of new mer- 
chantmen and commissioning of additional 
patrol craft will be able to keep pace with 
any submarine increase, The British claim 
the destruction of some nine of these in the 
past few weeks.

ULSTER’S TERMS

indispensable conditions: 1. That the Govern- 
ment in Dublin abandons its policy of neu- 
trality.

orts and harbours to the British Navy, as 
orthern Ireland does. By their continued 
refusal to do so they are incurring a ver 
ee responsibility. Let them ask for British | 
elp now and I am sure it will be freely 
given. 


ADVICE TO EIRE 


“We Ulster people love Ireland just as 
much as Southerners do, and we desire that 


happy and prosperous under her two Govern- 
ments, and there is no reason why this should 
not be so. In this connection, however, it 
should be remembered that the Eire Govern- 
ment have the power to remove all those 
barriers, social and commercial, which they 
have themselves erected in recent years. Our 
unalterable resolve, however, is to remain 
loyal, linked indissolubly with Great Britain 
and the Empire. not only in the waging of 
this deplorable war, but in the accomplish- 
ment of the great mission of reconstruction 
on the basis of freedom and justice that must 
be undertaken when peace returns.’

THE RAIDS DESCRIBED 


The German News Agency has issued the

‘From the early hours of yesterday even- 
ing (Saturday) until the early hours of this 
morning hundreds of German bombers took 
off for Britain in a succession of waves. 

“The main weight of their attack wa 
directed on London. i : 

“Docks and harbour installations. arma- 
ment factories and gas works were effectively 
plastered with bombs of all calibres. . 

‘‘The metropolis again presented during 
the night the appearance of a burning and 
smoking hell.’’ 

In a later account the Agency stated :— 

‘Since early morning a large number of 
bombers and reconnaissance aircraft have 
again set off for the British Isles. . 

“ These flights follow up without interval 
the extensive night operations. 

“The main target is again London, but 
more distant parts of the island and shipping 
routes to the north-west and east have been 
patrolled and attacked. 

“During to-day’s raids on London the 
crew of-a bomber ’plane commanded by 
Lieutenant Kuehn plastered armament works 
near London with several heavy-calibre 
bombs. 

‘‘A direct hit destroyed a fitting workshop 
and caused an explosion in the boiler-room.”’

GERMANY'S NEW DECOY 
TACTICS

LONDON, Sunday. 


Day raids on Saturday ended in a victory 
for. the Royal Air Force, and at night when 
the barrage took over the defence the German 
raiders were again kept at bay. 

In the day battles over the Kent and Sussex 
coast Marshal Goering, using hundreds of 
fighters, tried new decoy tricks. Small knots 
of bombers were sent over to lure the British 
fighters into the sky. The Royal Air Force 
went into the sky, twenty-three German 
‘planes fell out of it, and although nine 
British fighters were lost, the pilots of seven 
are safe. 

At night, when another German ’plane, a 
bomber, was destroyed, London’s barrage was 
the heaviest of the week. Battery handed 
on to battery, in a great circle round London, 
and an observer twelve miles from the central 
area described the scene as ‘‘a great curtain 
of leaping flames.”’ 

Up to midnight the raiders had only made 
slight and ineffective penetration, and then 
only on the extreme outskirts of the London 
area. Slight enemy activity during the night 
was also reported from South-West Scotland, 
orth-West, South-East and North- 
East England. 

A baby girl. was born in a Fleet street 
shelter on Saturday night while the inner 
London defence was putting up a barrage 
against German raiders, The mother, Mrs. 
Ann Richard, and her baby were taken after- 
wards to hospital. Both are reported to be 
doing well. 

One of the most popular of London’s shop- 
ping and residential boroughs was bombed 
again on Saturday. The whole district bears 
scars of the blitzkrieg of th. last three weeks. 
_ When a salvo of seven bombs was dropped 
in an East London district, one struck a 
public shelter, on an open space, near a main 
road, EN five persons—three women and 
two men. Injured people were taken to hos- 
pital, but there were only four serious cases.

Many people 
are without gas or sanitary facilities, many 
have developed air raid nerves, and winter 
epidemics could become a dangerous menace. 
Authoritative circles, however, believe that 
British morale is tough enough to ride out 
any ox all of these threats. 

‘Some neutral experts and certain high 
officers even still believe in the possibility of 
an invasion attempt during October or 
November Contrary to popular belief, the 
weather during those months is often suitable 
for such a mancuvre, they say.

THEIR LESSON FOR

ADDRESS BY DEAN OF 
CHRIST CHURCH

REACHING at, the 11 o'clock Harvest 
P Thanksgiving Service in Christ Church 


Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, the 
Dean took as his’ subject Genesis 
iii, 18 and 19. He said that the 
thorns and thistles that God made to 


grow on the earth were a blessing in disguise. 
lt might seem at first sight that the thorns 
and thistles marred the bounty of God's love, 
but that was not so. They were God’s 
fatherly discipline. ‘The very abundance of 
the thorns and thistles, the briars and bracken 
that grew in the fields of Eire, and yearly en- 
croached on its pastures, was God’s challenge 
to the Government and leaders of our land. 
Alas, that it should be unheeded. They were 
told that to-day in Eire there were over 
100,000 unemployed men and women. Econo- 
mists might say that the provision of work 
for these unemployed was not an economic 
proposition. That might be so, but it was 


a Christian duty, statesmen might tell them | 


that money could not be provided, but the 
man in the street saw money lavished on far 
less urgent needs. Taxpayers might object 
to other items in the ‘nation’s budget, but 
the man of good-will supported any project 
that would remove the curse of unemploy- 
ment from the land. 


THE CHURCH’S DUTY 


It was not the function of the Church of 
God to devise economic schemes or financial 
plans, but it was its duty to stress moral 
values, and to press for the rescue of men and 
women «degraded by idleness. The Church 
of God should not stand by with folded arms 
and complacent looks while thousands of men 
and women had their power to work atrophied 
and their nature degraded by idleness. It was 
especially degrading for their young people 
that when they have left school they should 
be cast upon the dust heap of unemploy- 
ment. 

On Sunday last Mr. Ross had referred to 
the vandalism of some of their fellow-citizens, 
as shown by the damage done to A.R.P.

official told an Jrish Times reporter that the 
damage was done principally by youths who 
had Jeft school and were eas $ to get em- 
ployment.

But ao 
far as can be judged their scheme is but, a 
palliative. 


Eire has had a wonderful harvest — a 
harvest as bountiful as any within man’s 
memory. Its people have had no rationing 
of the necessities of life.

Remarkably efficient work of Waterford 
Branch of the Red Cross, which up to date 
has looked after 1,200 refugees, was demon- 
strated last night, when 165 others arrived 
here from London and various parts of 
England, Scotland and Wales. Of these. 
seventeen were for Waterford district, nine 
for Clonmel, eight for Kilkenny, five for Car- 
rick-on-Suir, and three for Cahir. 

The refugees were met by the Mayor, Mr. 
Roland [. Gallagher, Secretary, Waterford 
Red (ross, and twenty women and eight men 
members of the Society. A substantial meal, 
and milk for babies and very young children, 
of which there were several, was provided, 
and those who left the train at Waterford 
were accommodated in comfortable sleeping 
quarters on the station platform. Refugees 
who remained overnight were provided with 
food and put on trains or "buses for their 
destinations. 

Up to the present Waterford Branch of the 
Rc" Cross has fed 1,290 refugees, and 537 
travellers from Great Britain have been 
accorded overnight accommodation. Many 
refugees complained bitterly of the tedious- 
ne~- of the journey and the long delay in 
reaching Ireland. They told an /rish Times 
representative that they had been travelling 


for over 26 hours with practically no sleep. . 


MissfE. M. Carmody, nurse in St. Mary's. 
Islington, London, was_on leave for a few 
days, and was on her way to Tralee to see 
her dying father, She commented adversely 
on the delay in obtaining passports to 
Ireland for women and children and for per- 
sons visiting relatives in cases of serious ill- 
ness.
